ONE PLAN FOR TWO HOUSES.

HESE illustrations, made by Mr. Oscar 
Bunce, the artist, show clearly how a 
house can be built either for a suburban 
place or a summer outing cottage for the 
mountains. The suburban house can be 
made of frame, or shingled in good tones 
of brown, the summer cottage being of 
stone. For this artistic plan the first 
floor has five good-sized rooms, consisting 
of hall, parlor, dining-room, kitchen, and 

an ample butler's pantry. 

The hall proper is square, spacious and convenient. 

At the back is a wide staircase with large platform.

suite when opened, with but one exception — the kitchen, 
which is of one story, and quite isolated from the rest 
of the house. 

For the second story there are four bedrooms, well 
ventilated and heated by hot water, windows of good 
width, set off by small diamond panes in the upper 
sash. 

The house admits of good decoration and furnishing, 
its construction being its chief charm. 

It depends greatly, of course, on the amount spent in 
floorings, woodwork and like to make it an artistic 
success.
